The technique eaployed to join the various pieces is known 
as "sweatind and widely used by pluabers.

GENERAL NOTES 



The CANEGUN is a .22 long ri-fle caliber, camouflaged urban 
defense weapon designed to be built without exotic tools, 
complex parts or special skills. The weapon is disguised 
by sight and sound having the appearance of a classy 
walking stick and incorporating an ultra efficient internal 
silencer. All components of the CANEGUN are off the shelf 
items most of which can be found at any good hardware 
store. The only essential power tools are a drill press 
and Dreme 1 hand grinder. The usual assortment of hand 
tools and a modicum of skill are also needed. 

Undoubtedly the hardest task is drilling the 29/64" hole 
down the center of part ttl2. V blocks or a machinis vise 
are helpful.
